DEATH THOUGHT TO HAVE BEEN DUE 
TO APOPLEXY, 

Brought on by the Awful Burden of the Campaign Through 
Which He Was Passing-Was Well Known to the 
World at Large Through His Writings.

New York. Oct. 30. — Henry George, 
the candidate of the Joffcrsonian De- 
mocracy for mayor of Greater New 
York died in the Union Square hotel at 
4 :45 o'clock yesterday morning. Death 
ia thought to havo been duo to apo- 
plexy. 




Mr. George arrived at the hotel about 
1 o'clock in the morning. He had jnst 
come from several huve massmeetings 
in the boroughs of tens and Manhat- 
tan. The work of the uight seemed to 
have told on him. He complained of 
being tired, bat his friends uud relatives 
whoawaited him, thought it only the 
natural fatigue that follows such hard 
campaign work as Mr. George had beon 
doing. Not long after reaching the 
hotel he retired. Mrs. George awaited 
him in Room 23 of the hotel. It was 
aboatS :80o'clock when Mrs. George was 
awakened. She found Mr. George sit- 
ting in an armchair. 

"I am not feeling quite comfortable," 
■aid Mr. George to his wife. 

"Won't you go back to bed?" in- 
quired Mrs. Georgo, anxiously. 

"IwiU sit here awhile." was the au- 

Mrs. George at once grew auxious as 
to her husband's condition. Mr. George 
gradually grew incoherent and lapsed 
into semi-consciousness. Mrs. George 
was now thoroughly alarmed and called 
her son, Henry George, Jr., from au 
adjoining room. Frank Stevens waa. 
also called in. Mr. George was now 

Kelly of 117 East Fifty-ninth street, 
and he came without delay. Mr. George 
was still unconscious. All efforts to re- 
vive him failed. Without sign of rec- 
ognition to those arouud him he passed 
peacefully away at 4 :4S o'clock. Mrs. 
George was prostrated and was cared 
for by the friends of the family at the 
hotel. 

Mr. George has not beon strong for 
the past three yean, and his son, 
Henry George, Jr., has been his com- 
panion in almost every enterprise in 
which he has engaged, going with him 
on his tours of the west as a special 
newspaper correspondent in the last 
presidential campaign, aud keeping 
close at his sidu in his movement* in 
. the campaign Within thu past day or. 
two close friends of Mr. George noted 
with apprehension marked changes in 
hi* appearance and manner. His eye* 
grew dull. Wriukles came at the cor- 
ner* aud his cyus sunk in hollow cav- 
ern*. His voice. usuully resonant and 
pleasant, now pitched almost to piping 
treble in conversations, wus <iucruIou», 
while he seemed like one whose nerve* 
were so highly wrought that they might 
•nap without winning. The pace of 
the campaign was harder than this 
man, high strung and sensitive, could 
maintain. 

Henry George was horn at Philadel- 
phia Sept. 2, 1S3U. He reeei ved a com- 
mon school education and then went 
into a couutiugroom. He was also a

Havana, Nov. 1.— The Spanish cruis- 
er Alfonso XIII, with Marshal Hlanoo, 
the new governor general of Cuba on 
board was sighted off Havana yesterday 
morning at 6 :80 o'clock. At 7 o'clock 
the Alfonso XIII entered the harbor 
and Lieutenant General Weyler, the 
Marquis Ahumada, Admiral Navarre 
and other hi^'h military aud naval offi 
oers went in a special steamer to meet 
General Blanco. 

After a long and cordial conference 
Lieutenant General Weyler yielded up 
his command to his successor. 

At half past 10 Marshal Blanco land- 
ed. According to the official account 
he was "enthusiastically greoted" by 
the. populace, who shouted "Long live 
Blanco." 

Lieut mint General Weyler and Mar- 
shal Blanco exchanged farewell* on 
hoard the Alfonso XIII aud the steamei 
Voutscrrat sailed at 1 o'clock p. m.

EIGHT WHALI NG VESSE LS FROZEN IN. 
Upou Smne of Them There Will lie Greel 



San Francisco, Oct. 80. -Eight whal 
ers are fast in the ice off Point Barrow, 
and on at least one of them, the Jean 
nie, there will be great suffering. Not 
only is the ship to far away that there 
i* no chance to taku her supplies, but 
her men, who are faciug a good short- 
age, have no appliances with which to 
make shore— over more than 15$ miles 

The full list of the vessels known to 
be fast in the close-in. in addition to the 
Jeaiiuie, o.'e the Newport. Oroa. Jesse 
Freeman. Belvedere. Fearless, Kosana 
aud Wanderer. 

The news of this state of affairs in 
the whaling fleet was brought out of 
the Arctio by the steamer Kartuek. 
which was barely able to reach free 
water with her seven whales. The 
catch of the Kartuek is one of tho heav- 
iest of the season, although all of tho 
whalers who had spoken had made 
lome progress. 

The Kartuek reports that none of 
thoie vessels w hich are stuck iu the ice 
are close to any supply station and that 
there will be trouble for the men on 
board them is certain. The ships are 
sepuruted and no communication was 
had with them by the steamer which 
escaped 

The total number of men on the ves- 
sels is 800. It is known that all 'he 
vessels were short of provisions, as they 
had expected to return to Sau Francisco 
this month. 

The steam whalers Orica, Belvedere,

Bow the Scene Was Owe* Lighted. 

It must have often struck people, 
when reading of the old performances 
in tho last century, how it was that the 
lighting was contrived. Tho power of 
oil lamps was limited enough. Theaters 
like Drury Lano and Covent Garden 
wore of enormous size. There were no 
footlights, nt least until abont the mid- 
dle of the last century, and they were 
tho humble "floats, " dim enough. Yet 
thero was ample light to observe ex- 
sion and play of features, so neces- 
sary in interpreting the fine old oome- 
diesof character. Nowadays tho stage 
is one blaze. It is literally bathed and 
suffused in light. There are no shad- 
ows, and yec it might bo said the 
amount of necessary light is no more 
than there used to be and is not nearly 
as satisfactory. How was it then? 

In the theaters of Garrick and earlier 
days tho Btago was really lit by four 
great chandeliers, which hung directly 
over the hoods of the actors from the 
arch of tho proscenium and just outaide 
the curtain. When the play was over, 
these were lowered slowly, a signal for 
the audience to depart Those chande- 
liers furnished a goodly amount of light 
on a circular zone immediately below 
them. The actors' faces and figures 
were lit in tho natural way, as the sun 
would light them, but tho rest of the

SLATE PENCILS. 

What Tlirj Are Compoeed of ml How 

Slate pencils undergo a number of 
processes before they are ready for use, 
and in making them nearly all of the 
manual labor is done by boys. First 
broken pieces of slate are put into a 
mortar run by steam and are crushed to 
a powder, which is then Wilted in a ma- 
chine such as is used in flouring milla 
A fine slate flour results, which is thor- 
oughly mixed in a large tub with stea- 
tite flour and other materials, the whole 
a Btiff dough. The dough is 
ag passed between iron 
rollers a number of times, and it is then 
taken to a table, where it is mado into 
short cylinders four or five inches in 
thickness and containing from eight to 
tan pounds of material each. 

Four of these cylinders are placed in 
a strong iron resort which has a change- 
able nocsle so that the size of the pen- 
cil* may be regulated. In the rotort the 
material is subjected to great hydraulic 
pressure and is thus pushed through tho 
nozxle in the shape of a long cord. As 
the cord comes through tho nozzle it

So far as national inclinations, as dis- 
tinct from the cautious actions of states- 
man, can bo discerned, iu tho Mediter- 
ranean at present the sea powers. Great 
Britain, France and Italy, arc opposed 
to tho hind powers, tJcrmany, Austria 
and Russia, and tho latter dominate ac- 
tion. It cannot bo so in any near future 
in the Caribbean. Tho Caribbean is pre- 
eminently the domain of sua power. —

The Magnet la Surgery. 

The following remarkable account of

About the close of the Revolutionary 
ir a notorious character named Joo 
Disberry lived al v .ut Seliusgrovo aud 
Suubnry, on tho Susquehanna. Wheuee 
came ia uuknovni, but ho is nupposcd 
have been of Connecticut origin. He 
is reputed to havo boon possessed of 
1 1 physical strength aud powers of 
endurance, conld excel ill running und 
jnmpinK', aud iu thieving mid IviiiK h;<il 
no equal along the river. He was of a 
humorous disposition nlso aud fre- 
quently indulged in amusing pranks 
while engaged iu plying his avocation- 
is is related of him that on more than 
occasion he was known slyly to on- 
tho kitchen of a fiunily when all 

himself a meal and leisurely cat it. If 
discovered, he relied on his swiftness of 
foot to escape. Finally his thefts he- 
arrested and routined in tho rudo jail at 
Suubnry, but aa it was not very secure 
ho escaped, and Sheriff Antes offered u 
•ard for hie apprehension. Joo took 
rofugo on the islo of yuo and concealed 
himself iu a douse thicket He might 
havo eluded pursuit but for his iimrdi- 
love for perpetrating jukes. While 
lying in his pluco of concealment near 
tho road which crossed the island ,1m 
1 the footsteps of a horse nnd, slyly 
. ing from his covert, discovered the 
sheriff's wifo approaching on horseback 
on her way to Seliusgrove. Quickly 
itepping into tho road, ho pulled off his 
hut, mnde a polite how and as quickly 
disappeared in tho hushes. Tho aston- 
ished lady, who know him, hurried on 
to Seliusgrove and gavo tho alarm. 

A party headed by Gcorgo Kremor, 
afterward a member of congress, was 
hurriedly made up and went in pursuit 
of the refugee. He was captured and re- 
turned to tho custody of Sheriff Antos 
at tho jail iu Suubury. Ho was tried 
and convicted, and his sentence is one 
of the strangest fouud in tho annuls of 
criminal history iu Pennsylvania. Tho

mouths; pay a flue of £80 to the honor- 
able tho president of this state for the 
support ot tho government and stand 
convicted until fine, fees, etc., are 
paid." 

This remarkable sentence shows tho 
estimate that was put on Joe as a rrim- 
iual. Tho whippiug post and pillory 
stood iu tho pnblio square in Suubnry, 
aud tho spot con still bo pointed out. 
Colonel Henry Antes, tho sheriff, di- 
rected tho whipping if ho did not do it 
himself. There is no record to show 
who did the ear rnqvping. hut as the 
surgical operation fell to tho sheriff it 
is presumed that ho did. Among the IS 
men who comjiosod the jury were sev- 
eral noted Indian fighters and Revolu- 
tionary soldiers. Peter Hosternian, fore- 
man, was active as a militiaman and 
had command at one time of a company 
to repel Indian attacks. Adam and Mi- 
chael Grove were famous as Indian 
ere engaged iu several 
bloody encounters with tho savagos. 
This severe sentence did not cure Joe of 
his thieving propensities, for tho quar- 
ter sessions docket for August term, 
1 798, shows that ho was arraigned and 
tried on throo indictments for robbing 
bouses of Philip Bower, Peter Junes 
and Isaiah Willitts and convicted on 
each. The Hon. Jacob Hush, president 
judgo of the judicial district, was on 
tho bench and imposed tho following 
sentence : 

"That the prisoner, Joseph Disberry,

GREATNESS UNDERVALUED. 



Not Wonder. Onw. 
In these modern days, when the most 
extravagant laudations are paid by lit- 
tle cliques to little poets and mediocre 
actors, and the language of eulogy is 
exhausted on what seems very small 
provocation, it is dlfflcnlt to plctnro a 
time when not only the minor bard and 
the second class actors were severely 
dealt with, bat even the best and great- 
est were exposed to irreverent criticism. 
Robert Greene, who, however, was ia 
the same line of business ("wrote him- 
self"), declared his contemporary 
Shakespeare to bo "an upstart crow, 
who, in his own conceit, was tho only 
shakeseeno in the country. " Dry den 
wrote of the bard of Avon: "He wrirea 
in many places below the dullest writ- 
ers of our or any preceding age. Never 
did any author precipitate himself from 
such heights' of thoughts to anch low 
expressions. Ho is the Janus of poets, 
and yon have scarcely time to admire 
one face ere yon despise the other. " 

Coming nearer to our own times, It 
is generally, but quite erroneously, sup- 
posed that the Waverly novels were re- 
ceived with a universal accord of ac- 
claim on their first appearance, but this 
by no means the oasa In many of 
e contemporary organs of criticism 
they were "damned with faint praise, " 
and in some even without it. 

Mra "Siddons, again — a statue to 
horn waa uncovered in Paddiugton by 
Sir Henry Irving — is supposed to have 
taken tho town by storm and to have 
been at onoe acknowledged the quee n of 
Yet Horace Walpole, 
admitting her great talents, by no 
means expressed himself with such en- 
thusiasm. 1 ' She pleased me beyond my 
expectation, but not up to tho admira- 
.tion of the ton, two or three whom were 
in the same box with me. • • • Mr. 
Crawford asked me if I did not think 
hor the best actress I ever saw. I said: 
'By no means. We old folks are apt to 
be prejudiced in favor of our first im-
